ROAD BUDGETS 


Overloaded Trucks Ruin- 
ing Highways—Private 
Car Owners Paying

OTTAWA, April 20—Every pro- 


vincial government in Canada 
this year is short on its highways 
budget. Overloaded trucks are 


ruining the roads and the private 
car owner is paying. There is 
going to be a revolt by the private 
owner and a demand that trucks 
and busses pay their proper share 
of highway maintenance. 

S. W. Fairweather, chief of the 
C.N.R. bureau of economics. sur- 
prised the senate railway commit- 
tee today by declaring that not one 
provincial government is servicing 
its highways out of automobile 
taxes. There had been a tendency to 
load the private owner with the cost 
of servicing the highways, and the 
private owner is beginning to real- 
ize that he has been subsidizing 
the highways for the use of trucks) 
and busses. He would inevitably 
use his vote to put a stop to this 

Mr. Fairweather declared that 
there was inadequate policing of 
the highways in all provinces to! 
stop overloading. The weight regu-|

CALGARY, April 20—Alberta 
during 1938 enjoyed a building 
program double that of the prev- 
ious 12 months, said W. A. Church 
of Medicine Hat, retiring chair- 
man of the Alberta branch, Cana- 
dian Manufacturers’ Association, 
at the annual meeting here today. 
Development of natural resources 
and expansion of the Turner Valley 
oil field, 32 miles southwest of Cal- 
gary, were cited as outstanding 
events of the year. 
Prospect of petroleum production 
in northern Alberta, around Mc- 
Murray, was noted. 


ENCOURAGEMENT FOUND 

Despite difficulties facing indus- 
try, Mr. Church found encourage- 
ment in the widening scope of Al- 
berta’s productivity. 

“Once her harvest was grain 
alone, Now that harvest is broad- 
ening in scope to give more work 
and wealth to Canada and Cana- 
dians,” he said. 

Mining development in the north; 
expansion of the sugar beet indus- 
try in the south, and Alberta’s en- 
ormous coal reserves, provide a 
solid foundation for industrial 
progress, he said. He urged, how- 
ever, that governments encourage 
private initiative. 

MILLIONS INVESTED 

New refineries and pipelines, 
costing $4,000,000, are either plan- 
ned or under construction and 
“many millions have been invested 
in bringing Turner Valley's crude 
oil wells into production,” Mr, 
Church continued. 

Alberta's capable oil production 
was estimated at about 40,000 bar- 
rels a day or 14,000,000 barrels a 
year, in Mr. Church's report. “Al- 
berta’s percentage of Canada’s total 
oil production in 1938 was 97.00,” 
he added.

-1.0. President Orders 
Agreements To Be

NEW YORK, April 20.—John 
L. Lewis carried out last night his 
threat to order a complete shut- 
down of the United States soft 
coal industry unless Appalachian 
region operators quickly came to 
terms with his United Mine 
Workers (Congress of Industrial 
Organizations) on a new contract. 


Officials of the U.M.W. in dis- 
tricts outlying the Appalachian re- 
gion began announcing the C.LO. 
president had notified them to ter- 
minate special agreements under 
which they had continued working 
while 338,000 Appalachian miners 
were idle. 

Fiften days’ notice is required to 
terminate the agreements. A U.M.W. 
spokesman here said abou 150,000 
miners in 14 states would be affected 
by the cancellation. 

The spokesman would neither 
eonfirm nor deny Lewis’ order. He 
said any comment would come out 
of the conference of operators’ and 
miners’ negotiators resuming today 
in the face of a growing coal 
shortage. 

Appalachian U.M.W. members 
quit work April 1 when their two- 
year agreement expired. 

Growing railroad unemployment 
resulting from the eight-state mine 
shutdown was reported today by 
two major lines. The railroads 
apparently most seriously affected 
were the Baltimore and Ohio and 
the New York Central. The B. and 
©. had coal supplies for only six 
or seven more days. 


90 MEMBERS OF 
CANADIAN PRIVY 
COUNCIL TO MEET 


OTTAWA, April 20—The 90 mem- 
bers of the Canadian Privy Council 
will be brought fogether at Quebec 
city next May 15, *when tne fed- 
eral government gives a luncheon 
to the King and Queen, it was an- 


nounced tonight by the inter-depart- 
mental committee on the royal visit. 

For the first time in Canadian 
history, members of the Privy Coun- 
cil, both in and out of office, will 
have the honor as a group of mect- 
ing the sovereign. It will be the 
first occasion since confederation on 
which all members of the Privy 
Council of Canada, except 
who were members of the first cab- 
inet, will have been brought to- 
gether for any purpose. 

The Privy Council at present 
comprises not only the members of 
the present cabinet but members 
still living of all former cabinets 
with a limited number of others 
who have been sworn in as mem- 
bers in recognition of distinguished 
public service. 


Def, y Of Premier 
Lost Minister His

QUEBEC, April 20.—F. J. Leduc, 
Quebec’s roads minister for two 
years until his removal from the 
cabinet last summer, was bereft of 
his portfolio because he was “the 
only minister who stood up to the 
premier,” Liberal Leader T. D. 
Bouchard charged Wednesday in 
the legislative assembly. 

Bouchard accused Premier Du- 
plessis of a “shameful retreat” for 
what he described as “failure to 
make definite charges against the 
minister after his departure from 
the cabinet surrounded by insinu- 
ations of dishonesty.”

He sold a horse and a few other 
possessions to pay for their pas- 
sage.

For a while they 
lived in a shack near Brookhaven, 
N.Y., where the villagers called 
him “Lord Drummond, the Fish- 
erman.”

J. H. MORRIS 
DIES IN CITY: 


WAS PIONEER 


Well-Known Citizen Own- 
ed First Car In District 
—Fatal Seizure 


Widely-known as an old-time 
business man, merchant, public- 
spirited citizen and famous as the 
man who brought the first auto- 
mobile to this city and province, 
Joseph Henry Morris died sud- 
denly at his home here on Wed- 
nesday. He was 72 years old. Suf- 
fering a heart seizure at 2:15 p.m. 
on Wednesday he died almost im- 
mediately. 


He had not been well in recent! 


weeks, but lately had been up every 
day and the fatal seizure came upon 
him suddenly 

Always active in community wel- 
fare and in anything that worked

Morris gave of his time and re- 
sources generously when called up- 
on. His interests were widespread 
and he fostered sports and other 
community activities with equal 
zeal.

HERE IN 1896 

Mr. Morris was born at Blenheim, 
Ont., on July 12, 1867. After receiv- 
ing his early education in Ontario 
schools he was married on June 6, 
1894, to Margaret Drummond Jar- 
dine. With his wife, 
came to this city in 1896 as manager 
of the Cameron store, which was 
owned and operated by the A. Mac- 
donald Company. 

Soon after his arrival here, Mr. 
Morris decided to embark for him- 


self and he purchased the business | 


of which he was manager. He oper- 
ated his own general merchandise 
store on the south side of Jasper, a 
few doors west of Thornton Court 
continuously until 1917 when, after 
a fire, he decided to withdraw from 
business and a company was form- 
ed which took over from him.

the coal, lumber, railway tie busi-| 


nesses and other activities 

Of late years he has not been 
active in business, He has spent the
